as 220, rather than 230 and 
Council was recommending 
a subdivision plan for phase 
2 for 68 lots, although the 
town planner in fact recom- 
mended only 59 developed

Government meets 
with municipalities 
on regional study 


Representatives of the MD 
of Sturgeon, Towns of St. 
Albert and Morinville and 
Villages of Bon Accord and 
Legal met Monday with Dave 
Russell, minister of munici- 
pal affairs, Bill Yurko, mini- 
ster of environment, Ken 
Broadfoot from the Depart- 
ment of Industry and MLA 
Ernie Jamison, Alphonse 
Nobert, secretary-treasur- 
er of the MD, chaired the 
meeting. 

Mr, Nobert read a prepar- 
ed statement from his muni- 
cipality outlining a proposal 
for the consideration of the 
Provincial Government, The 
brief requested that the Gov- 
ernment undertake a feasi- 
bility study, at Government 
expense, on the formation of 
a Regional or Co-operative 
Board for the construction, 
maintenance and operation 
of water and sewer systems 
in the area covered by the 
municipalities, roughly 40 by 
40 miles, 


It was also felt, the brief 
went on tosay, that the terms 
of reference for such a study 
should include integrated 
planning of transportation; 
Sturgeon River Basin devel- 
opment, and other areas 
suitable for recreation pur- 
poses; and development of a 
formula for sharing of in- 
dustrial assessment among 
municipalities in the area, 

Mayor Gibbon and Coun- 
cillor wohn Bakker gave a 
verbal presentation for the 
Town of St, Albert, empha- 
sizing that all six municipal- 
ities within the boundaries 
of the MD of Sturgeon were 
in accord with having such 
a study done, including the 
Village of Gibbons Council, 
which was not represented 
at the meeting. 

The St, Albert represen- 
tatives were interested in 
all of the pros and cons 
that such a feasibility study 
would uncover, and they 
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as well as the guilty. It is 
not unlikely that the school 
may end up windowless, 

Mr, Gish speculates that 
if parents of the children 
who are responsible for the 
damage are forced to cover 
the cost of replacement, the 
number of cases may reduce. 
He feels that the parents 
are completely unaware that 
their children are up to such 
‘mindless destruction,’ 

Terming the conduct ‘mal- 
icious,’ Mr, Gish stated that 
if the culprits are caught 
they will be punished to the 
full extent of the law, Such 
damage has cost the District 
6 taxpayer over $3,000 in 
the last two years for Robert 
Rundle alone, Light bulbs 
have been smashed, walls 
have been defaced, and cold 
air intake vents have been 
ruined in addition to the 
window breakings at the 
school, 

Robert Rundle Elementary 
School is somewhat isolated, 
behind Sir George Simpson, 
Small alcoves provide cover 
for the vandals while they are 
up to their tricks and they 
are virtually undetectable. 
The backside of Sir George 
Simpson School has also be~ 
come a target for vandals 
who have broken windows in 
that building also, 

Mr, Gish feels that in 
light of the fact that the van- 
dals who have been previous - 
ly apprehended have been 
under the age of 13 that a 
curfew could be introduced 
to keep them off the streets. 
On numerous occasions 
youngsters have been obser-~ 
ved ‘hanging around’ the area 
of Robert Rundle School late 
at night,

On Monday, July 22, 1974, the St, Albert Town Council 
reduced the developable land in the Carma Development 
in river lot 46 - next to the dog kennels - from 83 to 68 
lots. This action on the part of Council was partially 
based on a Department of the Environment guideline 
that all buildings should be situated at a 2150 elevation 
or better and partially on the Town’s belief that more 
of the river valley should be preserved for present and 
future residents of the community. 

The Council deserves to be congratulated for its action 
in this regard; however, the Council also needs to 
formulate a specific development policy which is designed 
to maximize the total acreage which developers are 
required to dedicate to the river valley, The need for 
such a policy is evident, The Council had the choice of 
approving either a 59 or a 68 lot subdivision - both of 
which were based on different interpretations of the 
2150 guideline, (The interpretation is centered around 
the degree to which “‘fill’’ earth is used by the developer 
in reaching the minimum elevation and the degree to 
which back-sloping of the “‘fill’? impinges on the river 
valley below the maximum floodline which is approx- 
imately at the 2143 feet line), Unfortunately, the Council 
had initially approved the 83 lot development, This 
meant that the developer had a legitimate avenue for 
appeal of any Council ruling that was deemed to be of 
an “‘extreme’’ nature. The developer left the impress- 
ion that the 59 lot development could fall into this 
category. 

It is suggested that Town of St, Albert should formulate 
standard terms of reference for development agreements 
which reflect the policy guidelines developed by both the 
Council and by the citizens in the community, One of the 
many items that could be included in this list of specific 
terms of reference is a statement that ‘‘owners are 
required to dedicate to the Town free of charges all of 
the land bordering the Sturgeon which lies below the 
2150 line,’ In the Carma case this type of a policy 
would have provided another nine lots for parkland, 

It should be noted that many factors need to be 
considered in formulating general policies which guide 
the manner and way development agreements are for- 
mulated, One important consideration is the degree to 
which specific development policies affect the land 
prices paid for by individual consumers, Casual empiri- 
cism is sufficient to indicate that much more stringent 
conditions could be imposed on developers in St, Albert 
without driving them out of the market, 

In summation, it is evident that the formal as well 
as the ad hoc development policies which have been 
adopted or devised by the Town of St, Albert over the 
past few years need to be carefully examined both in 
terms of their physical and social as well as their 
economic consequences, It is hoped that the Council 
will undertake and complete this task before signing 
any additional development agreements,

Two St. Albert residents 
named to Hall of Fame 


Two St, Albert residents 
were named Members of 
Canada’s Aviation Hall of 
Fame in 1973, and both are 
Companions of the Order of 
Icarus, the highest award in 
Flight, John Hardisty (Jack) 
Reilly and Moretta Fenton 
Beall (Molly) Reilly are both 
also Companions of the Or- 
der of Flight and members 
of the Canadian Aeronautics 
and Space Institute, 

Mr, Reilly joined the 
RCAF {n 1940, graduated as 
a pilot officer and following 
a distinguished career re- 
tired from the service as a 
Flight Lieutenant in 1946, 
having completed the most 
advanced military flight in- 
structor’s course available, 
earning his navigator’s cer- 
tificate and the most senior 
military pilot’s license, He 
was then associated with 
Leavens Brothers Air Ser- 
vice in Toronto until 1949 
when he joined Kenting Avia- 
tion of Toronto doing high 
altitude photographic stud- 
ies and was promoted to 
chief pilot of their world 
wide operations which meant 
being qualified on 13 types 
of aircraft simultaneously, 

In 1956 he went to Cana- 
dian Aircraft Renters in 
Toronto as superintendent 
of operations and three years 
later became chief pilot for 
Peter Bawden Drilling Ser- 
vices of Calgary who sought 
his abilities in operatiag air- 
craft over unmapped and 
hostile terrain under bad 
weather conditions, Over 
20,000 hours as captain in 
command of 70 different 
types of aircraft Jack Reilly 
has not had a fatality in any 
operation under his comm- 
and, 

Molly Reilly was a mem- 
ber of the RCAF (Women’s 
Division) from 1942 to 1946, 


serving in Canada as aNCO, 


She began flying instruction 
in 1944, earned her comm- 
ercial license and used her 
military re-establishment 
credit to become aninstruc- 
tor in 1948, Her husband- 
to-be hired her for her first 
job with Leavens Brothers 
in 1948 and the firm allowed 
her leave to take an instru- 
ment flying course in Okla- 
homa, She later qualified for 
a Canadian public transport 
pilot’s license and twin-en- 
gined aircraft rating, Molly 
took a course in Port Al- 
berni in float-plane flying 
and then went to England 
where she earned a British 
commercial pllot’s license, 

She became chief flying 
instructor and charter pilot 
for Canadian Aircraft Rent- 
ers at Toronto in 1954 and 
continued training, earning 
an airline transport license 
and class 1 instrument rat- 
ing, With Southern Provin- 
cial Airlines she helped with 
developing an air ambulance 
service in eastern Canada, 
Molly joined Peter Bawden 
Drilling Services in 1959, 
working in the north as co- 
captain of a DC-3 often un- 
der extreme weather and 
without radio and navigation 
alds, 

In 1965 Mrs, Reilly be- 
came a pllot with Canadian 
Coachways and later became 
chief pilot for Canadian Util- 


Molly Kellly of St, Albert received the following 
citation when named a member of Canada’s Aviation 
Hall of Fame: ‘‘Her dedication to flight, her self-set 
demands for perfection, the outstanding abilities she 
has developed despite adversity, have made her a 
guiding light in aviation circles for others of her sex

Ground beef important 


Ground beef consumption 
is an important part of the 
Canadian diet, A report con- 
ducted by the Food Prices 
Review Board indicated that 
nearly 30 per cent of the 
total consumption of retail 
beef cuts is as ground beef. 

The carcass of a fed beef 
animal (i.e, Canada A car- 
cass) provides the retail 
store with beef cuts of ‘table 
beef’ and in addition, yields 
trimmings for use in ground 
beef, Another major domes- 
tic source of ground beef 
is the meat obtained from 
Canada Grade D cow car- 
casses, however, this supply 
is declining as the number 


of dairy cows declines, 

As Canadians we are in- 
deed fortunate in many res- 
pects, Our food supplies are 
abundant and the quality and 
wholesomeness is top notch, 
Our big problem is we have 
become accustomed to ade- 
quate supplies of modestly 
priced foods, and when 
prices advance in response

Walter Heppler, information officer, reports that 
Sturgeon School Division residents and owners of family 
farm property will find a 29.5 mill reduction in total 


school tax rates applied to their assessment following 


approval of this year’s school supplementary requisition 
by the Divisional Board at its July meeting. 

While the school supplementary mill rate will increase 
by 3/4 of a mill from 19,25 mills to 20,00 mills, the 
Educational Foundation Program mill rate of 29,5 mills 
will no longer apply to residential and family farm 
property as a result of new legislation approved by the 
Legislature last spring, 

On a typical residential assessment of $10,000 a Stur- 
geon homeowner paid $490,50 in total education taxes in 
1973 and received an education tax refund of $216,00 
for a net educational tax of $274.50, In 1974 the same 
property, now assessed at $12,000, will pay total educa- 
tional taxes of $240.00 and so will benefit from an educa- 
tion tax reduction of $34.50 compared to last year. 

A total school supplementary tax requisition of $457,151 
was approved for the 1974 fiscal year, The amount was 
established according to provincial government regula- 
tions limiting school board requisitions and represents 
the highest amount available to the School Board without 
resorting to bylaw and public plebiscite provisions, Of
